F o r its own sake, the air trans­ 
portation industry in the United 
States ought to undertake serious 
investigation of the large number of 
plane tragedies during recent weeks 
and outline some plan to halt or 
minimize 
them. 
The 
Industry 
should not wait for action by Con­ 
gress. proposed by Representative 
Rivers of Wisconsin. Indeed, it can 
hardly afford to wait, for the sim­ 
ple reason that repeated accidents 
already are having an adverse ef­ 
fect on air travel.

The people sent 
for Jeroboam and he came irom 
Egypt and led a congregation of 
the children of Israel to petition 
King Rehoboam to lighten their 
burdens 
“Thy father made our 
| yoke grievous: now therefore make 
thou the grievous service of thy 
j father, and his heavy yoke which he 
put upon us, lighter, and we will 
serve thee”. 
Rehoboam asked for

; to Rehoboam, who ruled over the 
people who dwelt in the cities of 
Judah, and little Benjamin joined 
i Judah. 
Jeroboam was made king 
of the 10 tribes of Israel and all, 
during the reigns of these two men 
there was .war between them. 
Made Two Goltien Calves 
After being so honored by the 
Lord, one would have thought that 
; Jeroboam would have been true to 
the God of his fathers all his days, 
but no. After building Shechem as 
his capital, he feared that his people 
would go up to Jerusalem at least 
once a year for the great Jewish 
festivals. To keep them from doing 
thus, he made two calves of gold, and 
said to the people. “It is too much 
for you to go up to Jerusalem : be­ 
hold 
thy gods, 
O 
Israel, 
which 
brought thee out of the land oi 
Egypt”. 
One he set in Bethel and 
the other in Dan. To serve a- priests 
he appointed the lowest of 
the 
people, and he ordained a feast, and 
even 
offered 
sacrifices on 
these 
heathen altars. 
He was punished in various ways 
of which there is no room here to 
tell all. The worst punishm ent came 
when his son, Abijah. fell sick. 
* Alarmed Jeroboam told the child’s 
mother to disguise herself and go 
to the house of Ahijah, the prophet, 
at Shiloh to ask if th* child would 
j get well. 
She did so, but the Lord 
| had warned Ahijah of her coining 
| so that when he heard her foot­ 
steps he knew who it was and told 
I her th at for the wrong Jeroboam 
had done the Lord would bring evil 
upon his house and that when she 
walked into her own home the child 
should die. So it came to pass. 
Jeroboam reigned over Israel 22 
years, and Rehoboam over Judah 
17 years.

- University of Cincinnati research­ 
ers have embaiked on a program fo 
aid the Navy’ Bureau of Aeronautic.4 
in reducing hazards in aircraft m an­ 
ufacture. 
Dr. Hoke S. Greene, dean-elect oi 
the University’s graduate school of 
Arts and Sciences, announced today 
that a $10.000 contract has been 
signed between the Navy and the 
University.

patrol. In fact, there was appro­ 
priated th a t year for fire d ep art­ 
m ent horses th e sum of $2,036 while 
th e horses in the police departm ent 
drew 
feed 
w orth 
only 
$250. 
Oi 
course, th ere were m ore fire horses 
th an police horses. 
Salaries In 1907 
T he ordinance also appropriated 
sum s for wages, insignificant w ith 
th e sum s paid today. For instance 
h ere’s the 1907 salary list: 
M ayor $1,000 (it is n a y $4,000), 
treasu rer $500 
(it 
is 
now 
about 
$4,000., controller $1.000 (it is now 
$3,600), while th e city engineer in

Back in the 1907 days the coun­ 
cil appropriated for m em orial serv­ 
ices $125, and other sums, as fol­ 
lows: repairs to city building, $2.100;

President Harry M. Moses of the 
H. C. Frick Coke Co., addressing a 
conference of the Western Penn­ 
sylvania Safety Council in Pitts­ 
burgh, lashed out at the UMW 
chieftain for setting himself up as 
“the only capable authority” on 
mine accidents, and said; 
Haven’t Had Cooperation 
“We have not always had co-oper- 
ajion from the UMW. and records 
oi our industry are replete with 
cases of strikes, work stoppages, 
legislative 
battles 
and 
grievance 
cases where this opposition has been 
demonstrated.” 
Moses declared that the industry 
has 
been 
“sensationally 
charged 
with murder” by Lewis. Then, ad­ 
dressing Lewis as though he were 
in attendance, Moses said: 
“If you (Lewis) really want to 
prevent accidents, as I sincerely be­ 
lieve you do, stop setting yourself 
up as the only capable source of, 


knowledge of the grievous problems; 
stop solving it with false solutions 
such as you now propose; stop us­ 
ing safety in the mines as a means 
to an end.” 
He added that the UMW, its mem­ 
bers and the operators must seek 
safety together, “so that the men 
who dig the coal may have a bet­ 
ter opportunity to live.”

as to leave a small collar of glass 
intact round the animal’s neck. 
Up to that moment the skunk had 
behaved quite well. They made an­ 
other try for the collar. This w as- 


more than Mephitis could stand. 
He uncorked a dram or so of attar- 
de-skunk and waddled off into the 
protection of a nearby drain pine. 
Now we have a skunk roaming the 
neighborhood all dressed up in a 
glass collar and with an amazing 
appetite. 
Season Advances 
Despite tlie continued ill-temper­ 
ed weather the season advances in 
the thickets. 
During a short trek 
along the highways j saw the yel­ 
low-trout lily in full flower. 
A 
large patch of the white variety oi 
this same lily beautified its chosen 
bank. 
The demure little bluets are 
now in blossom and in the w *>ds 
the yeliow violet has opened its 
pleasing flower.

w'here the coltsfoot has moved in 
to spread its yellow blooms, which 
are already past their peak. 
I made a quick journey back along 
the edge of a large reservoir to 
check up on the station of Virginia 
bluebells which has established it­ 
self here in a secluded glen. Che­ 
winks like the tangled undergrowth 
along this byway and I .started up 
at least a half-dozen of these color - 
iul “ground-robins”. A pair of red­ 
headed ducks rode at anchor well 
out from the shore. The light was 
good and they could be clearly iden­ 
tified.
